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REMARKS 

Summary of the Office Action: 

On the Office Action Summary sheet, the examiner indicated that claim 31 is 
allowed, and that claims 10 and 18-20 are objected to, and that claims 1-9, 11-17, and 
21-30 are rejected. 

In paragraph 1 of the office action mailed 7/3/2006, the examiner states: 

Claims 10 and 18-20 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including ail of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

However, as noted below, in paragraph 3 of the office action, the examiner 
states that "Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 

In paragraph 2 of the office action the examiner states, "Claim 31 is allowed." 

In paragraph 3 of the office action, the examiner states: 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 
because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory 
subject matter. 

In regards to claims 1-20, the claims are directed to 
signal bearing medium tangibly embodying a program of 
machine-readable instructions, which include transmission 
media such as analog communication links, which may be 
electrical, optical, and/or wireless (See specification, page 
10 first paragraph). Therefore, the specified claims do not 
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fall within the technological arts and is non-statutory. See 
MPEP § 2106. Examiner suggest applicant to amend 
claims. 

In paragraph 4 of the office action, the examiner states: 

Claims 1-5, 11-13, 16-17, 21 and 23-29 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nagata et al. (US 
6,269,083). 

In paragraph 5 of the office action, the examiner states: 

Claims 6-9, 14-15, 22 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Nagata et al. (US 
6,269,083) and further in view of Hattey (US 6,871,312).
